Historical gravestones found in Marmora cemetery

While mapping and tran- 
scribing the upright monu- 
ments and flat markers at 
the Marmora Protestant 
Cemetery in August 1997, 
volunicer workers noticed 


that two stood out histori- 
cally from the others 


One of these monuments 
belonged to Mars 
Crawford, daughter of Hugh 
Crawford and Eliza 
Hughes. Mary was the wife 
of John McGee who died 
on January 30, 1848 at the 
age of 22 years, four months 
and 17 days. This monu- 
ment was recognized as 
being the earliest recorded 
monument still standing at 
the Protestant cemetery. It 
is still in relatively good 
condition, except for the

The ‘other historical 
monument belonged to 
Roy al Kevs. Kevs died on 
July 2 28. 1871 at the ave of

is sandy brown and grey. 

A waxy substance that 
coats the pollen makes it 
quite buoyant and easily 
blown across the surface of 
the water. As it travels to 
shore, the pollen may trap 
floating algae and other 
aquatic debris, adding to the 
accumulation of material. 
The floating pollen gathers 
along shorelines and can 
potentially become a large 
floating mat in - protected 
bays, sometimes-as deep as 
six inches. Fluctuations in 
wuler levels and wave ac- 
tion can result in the depo- 
sition of pollen on the shore- 
line rocks and sand beaches 
where pollen shows up as 
thin horizontal stripe of yel- 
low. 

The particularly large 
umount of pollen this year 
is most likely the result of 
the warmer than usual April 
and May. In the past this 
yellow pollen scum has 
been most prevalent in the 
month of June. The condi- 
tion is seasonal and should 
begin to taper off in early 
July. é

Forerunner of the computer age 


In February of 1946 who 
would haveenvisioned com- 
puters as an integral part of 
our society? 

Over 50 years ago, the 
world received its first look 
at the future. ENIAC was 
complete! It was 50 tonnes 
of wires, vacuum tubes, re- 
sistors and switches. It was 
designed to assist the army 
during World War IL. They 
were having difficulties cal- 
culating the complicated fir- 
ing tables needed toaimnew 
artillery used against Ger- 
man forces. 


Compared to today’s 
standards ENIAC was very 
expensive and inefficient. it 
took 18 months toconstruct, 
at a cost of $486,000, US. 
Phiselectricity-sucking con- 
traption consumed 17+4kilo 
watts of power every sec- 
ond. 

An equivalent amount 


would serve a typical house- 
hold for approximately 1.5 
weeks. Despite the fact that 
it had no monitor, was large 
and expensive, it was able to 
countto 5 ,000in one-fifthot 
a second! ENIAC was.able 
to perform calculations in 
minutes. 


People only need to see 
the movie Apollo 13 to real- 
ize that the space program 
would have never been pos- 
sible without computers. 

' The space program would 
not be a reality of science 
without computers, but 
meanwhile, visionaries such 
as Gene Roddenberry, the 
creator.of Star Trek, were 
creating science fiction 
devices. Roddenberry’s tu- 
ture envisioned people ot 
different nations interact 
ing without prejudice. 

Poday, thanks tothe crea- 
tive thoughts of individuals 


like Mr. Rdgdenberry and 
John Mauchly, the creator 
of ENIAC, crgations only 
seen as science fiction de 
Vices a few years ago are 
becoming reality. 


People withdisabilites are . 


the biggest winners from this 
reality. Voice recognition 
allows people with mobility 
impairments tointerface with 
their computers orally. Peo- 
ple with sight deficits can 
monitor what is happening 
with theircomputer through 
text-to-speech devices. In 
isolation, these devices are 
each one component of the 
computer on the Enterprise, 
but the convergence of the 
two provides an. mteractive 
interface. 

More recently, H you 
have been reading the news- 
papers, you'll have seen that 
scientists using the comput- 
ers have been able to create 
antimatter. Who knows

We did it and 
had the results back in a 
week. You don’t need to 
tell people what it means, 
you need to give the people 
the information so they can 
speak to you about their 
concems.” 4 

Mattson referred to 
documents obtained by the 
E.B.1 from the MoE prov- 
ing that severe soil contam- 
nation was recorded by the 
government's own scien- 
lists. 

“You've been telling 
people there isn’t arsenic 
contamination in Deloro, 
you knew there was since 
1985S,” said Mattson to 
Ridder. “you\have no right 
not to give the people the 
result now. You don't need 


to have experts from To-- 


ronto look them over to tell 
them there's no problem. 
They want the results so 
they can show them to their 
people.”
